All Groups March quarter 1995 
increased by 1.8% over the preceding 
quarter. Contributors to the increase 
were housing (up 3.6%), lood (up

health and personal care (up 1.4%}.

The following sub-groups had a 
significant impact on the rise from the 
December 1994 quarter to the March 


quarter 1995: morigage interest 
charges; fresh fruit & vegetables; 
automotive fuel, cigarettes and 


tobacco; and pharmaceuticals (mainly 
due to the reduced effect of the PBS 
safety net scheme). 

The increase in the CPI from March 
1994 to March 1995 was 4.1%. 
Contributing most to the annual 
increase were housing (up 11.5%); 
tobacco and alcohol (up = 3.6%); 
transportation (up 4.7%); health and 
personal care (up 4.2%), food (up 
4.4%); recreation and education (up 
4.1%). The major offsetting factor in 
this annual change was a decrease in 
clothing (down 1.2%).
